Since I made thefe Colleftions, I went again up the country, 
and in my way calPd at Sange veras Folium^ where many of the 
Citrin Myrobans^ or Carcai 1 rees grow, and faw them gather 
the tender Fruit of the faid Trees, which the Wfnd blew down 
on the ground •, thefe the Natives having dryed well in the Sun 
differed nothing from the Myrobalanus Indica ; the Natives alfo 
affirmed they were the Pinge Carcai^ fo that the black and citrin 
Myrobalan do both grow on one Tree, Of this after further en- 
quiry will lend a fuller account. 

But I can't forbear adding, that what Parkinfon condemns for 
an Error in Mefue^ may not be fo ; the laft afferts that the Che- 
bula^ Citrina and Indica grow all on the fame Tree ; the 2 laft 
I know do, and it may be the firft do fo too, in the fertile foils 
of Arabia and Perfia : {India^ at leaft the Sea Coafts are fterile 
in comparifon with them) but here the Citrin Myrobalans which 
grow in rich grounds, both Tree and Fruit is larger than the com- 
mon, and tho the Fruit is not quite fo large as thofe that come 
from the borders of Perfia^ or inland richer Soyls, yet are very 
much alike as to form, fubftance or tafte.
